Wilson Plans to Deal With 


Employment Problem 


Among Others. 


GIVES IT MUCH STUDY 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—Presi- 


dent Wilson favors tiio principle of a 
minimum wage for working women and 
he expects tu deal with tho problem 
during his administration.

discuss the question with the Illinois 
senatorial committee ivhen Lieut. Uov. 
O'ilara and his colleagues reach Wash- 
i n t o n .

their views to the president later and 
eventually the president and his cabinet 
will evolve a definite policy us to this 
question.

Limit on federal Power. 


The president 
indorses 
a, minimum 


wage for women, just as he favors an 
eigut hour day for men, as well as wom- 
en. He believes conditions making star- 
vation wages possible should be legis- 
lated out oi existence by both the states 


the national government. 


That the states have power to enact 


minimum wage legislation is not ques- 
tioned, but liic general opinion is that 
jurisdiction of tne federal government 
in thi» regard is limited. 


President Wilson contends that the 


suppression 6f child labor is a state 
function and that the federal govern- 
ment could pass prohibitory legislation 
applying only to the District ot Colum- 
bia and the employment of children by 
interstate railroads, express, telephone 
and telegraph companies. Likewise he is 
inclined to hold that the federal govern- 
ment could not go beyond this jurisdic- 
tion in minimum wage legislation. 


Opinion of Senator Works* 


Senator 
Works said 
congress un- 


doubtedly has the power to exclude from 
interstate commerce any product of un- 
derpaid labor. 


"1 am deeply interested in the revela- 


tions of Chicago conditions/' he said. 
"Sooner or later we must establish ma- 
chinery 
to bring about a 
minimum 


wage for women, both by state and na- 
tional legislation. 
1 think the federal 


government Ims the power to reach the 
evil under the commerce clause of the 
constitution/1 


Senator Uorali, chairman of the son- 


ate committee- on education and labor, 
hivores a minimum wngc for women, 
but believes legislation of this kind is 
a function of local self-government em- 
bodied in the individual states. He con- 
tends federal 
legislation could 
apply 


only to the District of Columbia, and 


1 tho interstate carrion*. 


The exclusion of tho products of un- 


derpaid kior, he contend*, would be a 
perversion of the commerce rlniwo, un- 
less the nation in ready to nqccpt John 
Marshall's view that the regulatiun of 
interstate commerce is limited only by 
the popular wish, as interpreted by con- 
gress. 


For State Minimum Wage. 


Senator Borah took issue with the 


statements of Chicago employers they 
would be at a disadvantage under a 
btate minimum wage law unless such 
law were uniform throughout the coun- 
try. 


"As a matter of fact, I think the em- 


ployers of any state would find a mini- 
mum wage nn advantage, even if other 
states did not, follow suit," ho said. 
"The -English employers found the eight 
hour day resulted in more nnd better 
work, so they did not Buffer from com- 
petition with employers who had not 
accepted the limitation." 


Peters Preparing a Bill. 


Representative Peters, of Massachu- 


setts, author of the bill establishing an 
eight hour day for women in the. Dis- 
trict of Columbia, nnid he intends to in- 
troduce a minimum wage law for women 
when the special session of congress con- 
venes. 


"Anybody knows a girl trying ta sup- 


port herself on $4 or $5 a week cannot 
keep body and soul together unless she 
asks favors outside," he said. "The 
testimony brought out in Chicago shows 
this is true. 
The bed rock minimum 


wage should not be less than $6." 


Mrs. 
Champ Clark 
expressed 
the 


opinion that the testimony in Chicago 
can be duplicated in most American 
large cities. 


"No girl can dress and support her- 


self and mingle properly -with her fel- 
low beings on $4 and $5 «. week," she 
Raid, "It is time the government gave 
its attention to the solution of this 
problem."
